England to carry on their Trade : Why then the next thing to be confidered, I con- 
ceive, will be, how to value their Stock. This, indeed, may be ſufficient to pole any 
thing under Omniſcience ; for as 'twas well obſerved by a late Author, their Accompts 
given into the Parliament carried in them the higheſt ſuſpicion of Prevarication and 
Fallacy ; they look like Accompts dreſt up at Waxſtead, without recourſe had ro 
their Accomptant General, calculated to intrigue the World, and to ſerve a Turn at 
this Junure, I ſhall not infiſt upon this particular, being ſenſible that the Artifice  - - 
and Impoſture which has been praCtiſed 1n this matter, will be repreſented to the 
Parliament in ſo clear a light, as will make it appear a great Aggravation of their other 
Miſcarriages, to obtrude ſo bold an Impoſition on the great Council of the L:nd; from 
which I infer, That the time Which will be ſpent in endeavouring to adjull the 
Qaluation of the pzeſent Company's Stock will be in danger of being loſt, 
and all Attempts of that nature in human appearance be attended with Ditffi- 


culties inſuperable. 


To what I have been urging, fome forward Men give ſuch an Anſwer, 2s will put 
an end to the Controverſie, if granted them according to their ſuggeſtion. TViey lay, 
That by the aſſiſtance of an Act, they can carry on their Trade without /V4/z:tion or 
Additional Subſcription but that Jeſt has been ſo often explained and expold, that 
twill need no further Confutation. 

They do of late give out with Pertneſs and Inſolence enough, That they have laid 
ſuch a Scheme that they cannot fail of carrying the day in defiance of their Adverlaries : 
but what they mean by that Exprefſion, or what Topiques they ule, they will not fo 
readily acquaint us. 

To conclude, I ſhall only add, that without the help of a Prophctic Impulſe, I will 
not take upon me to divine what will be the iſſue of the preſent Diſpute, but thus 
much is eaſje to fore-ſee, that ſhould they be ſo fortunate as to have this great Orzex- 
tal Trad: (etled on them and their Succeſſors, excluſive of their Fellow-SubjeCts, with- 
our any Regulation, there are Three Members of this Company, who in Ten Years 
Trade (computing only after the rate of their Acquiſitions hitherto, and ſuppoſing they 
will ſtill uſe the ſame Condudt and Management, of which they have not yet forgot the 
ſweet reliſh) may value themſelves at more than half a Million of Money each Man, the
